ANOTHER BELFAST RIOT. 




m. Militia Called Out, and After Deeper- 
at* righting Qui** «• Restored— Guns 
Loadod With Buckshot Brought Into 
Us*— Building* Wrecked and Out**d. 

Bcltaht, Aug. 3. — Tl if riotous spirit which 
has been at high pressure iu Belfast for many 
fraeka again manifested Itself on Saturday 
night. A band of music marched through 
t bo streets about 1 o'clock on its way to meet 
esveral hundred children belonging to Protes- 
tant Sunday-ochoola, who were returning 
from an excursion. The .band was followed 
by a large crowd which greeted an assem- 
blagn Of Catholics who were waiting on Car- 
rick hill t<> ee* the procession, with » aeries 
of groans ttrhuded with taunt* and jeers. 
The CathoMes replied to this obnoxious salu- 
tation with a «b"W<-r of stones, and the mob 
accompanying retaliated In return. Wild 
rumors quickly spread aad a wild mob of 
Orangemen collected in a surprisingly brief 

The polioa were soon upon the jrround and 

Z^SJ&iStf&iZi and 
forced the Catholics from the hill. They 
then turned their attention to a big tavern, 
kept by a Catholic named laoKennay, which 
they completely gutted, leaving not a paue 
of glass unbroken nor an article of furniture 
Intact The police made frequent charges 
upon the rioters, but were in every ease re- 
pulsed by showers of stones, and many of 
them were severely hurt. 

Leaving McKiunas hotel a wreck, the 
rioters attacked a number of houses believed 
to be Inhabited by Catholics, battering down 
doors, smashing wludows and tearing up 
fences and shrubbery. The police again 
charged the crowd, but the mob tore up the 
pavements and hurled volley after volley of 
•tones tli us obtained at the officers, driving

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loaded with buckshot. 
The rioters then fell aback sullenly, disclos- 
ing the fact that many of them had been hit 
and some seriously wounded. 

The police followed up their advantage, 
although thoy did uot fire again, and drove 
tho rioters from the ground, compelling them 
gradually to disperse. A boy named Knox, 
who was going on an errand was shot dead, 
but none of the rioters were killed. 
Quiet reigned for tho remainder of tho 



numbers gradually increasing. They finally 
became so formidable that the police ordered 
them away, when they again attacked the 
officers with stones. The police poured a vol- 
ley of buckshot into the arowd, wounding a 
large number of them, but this only had the 
effect to enrage the mob and they threw 
themselves upon the police with desperate 
fury. While a hand-to-hand fight was going 
on between the police and a portion of the 
mob, another and a larger detachment of the 
rioters devoted themselves to wrecking build- 
ings occupied by Catholics. 

In this occupation, as well as that of wag- 
ing battles against the police, the mob was 
suddenly and effectually interrupted by the 
arrival of the military, whose appearance on 
the scene was a signal for a general stam- 
pede. The military pursued the crowd, and 
with the assistance of the police arrested 
forty -six of the rioters, who w*re put in jail. 

The police fought with terrifiic bravery 
and at fearful odds, scarcely one engaged in 
tbe fight, escaping injury. Many of them 
were cut with knives and pieces of glass in 
the bands of th. rioters, and some of them
